THE Conjurers in ancient Times were out of our Reach: 
they kept that Kavuwledge to themitives, but yet w..h that 
Knowledge would get more Mon y than any of our Mo- 
derns, except Mr. Lun, or the late M.. Fawkes, 

Dr. Fauſtus and Friar Bacon were two very great Con- 
rene in their Time; theſe were Wizards, and played the 
Devil, as (ome Folks fay, in the Days of Yore: Dr. 
Fauſtus, becaule he had the firſt Knowledge of Printing, 


took the Bible in Hand, waich uſed then only to be wiite 
ten, at a great Expence, even at about twenty or thirty 
Pounds a Piece, which in thoſe Times were then equal to 


ten times the Money in our Days. Fauſtus printed a large 


Number ot them, and fold them in foreign Countries as 


well as his own, and even to the Value of tue Manuſcripts, 
by which he amaſſed a vaſt Fortune. At laſt his Printing 
was diſcovered, and then it was ſaid he could eat Loads of 
Hay, had fiery Dragons ſtewed for his Breakfaſt, had fried 


- Toads and broiled Serpents for Dinner, and by way of 
Deſert would change Men's Noſes into Bunches of Grapes, 
er Bunches ef Grapes into Noles, which was the fame 
thing. 7 


He could de more than Moor of Moor Hall when he flew 


the Dragon of Wantley; he could devour Loads of Hay, 


when the Dragon of Wantley (as he was a«licd) could cat 
up Houſes and made no more of them than if they had 


been Geeſe and Turkeics, | 1.
